The applicants argue that Nishizawa does not show a transistor switch having a 
graded channel region configured for providing a low resistance to mobile negative charge carriers and a gate region extending along a 
sidewall of the graded channel, the gate region being in direct contact with a gate contact. Nishizawa, however, shows all claimed 
structural limitations of the instant invention. See, e.g., fig. 7, where Nishizawa clearly shows a graded channel region comprising the 
claimed two doping levels 12/13 between source/drain regions 11/14, and the gate region 21 extending along a sidewall of the channel, 
and the gate contact 21' directly contacting the gate region 21. All other arguments presented by the applicants have been considered 
and addressed in a previous Office action .
